It is incum- 
bent upon wise and considerate men, 
before they hastily engage in a revolu- 
tion, deliberately to consider the motives 
and cauici of revolt, and carefully lo 
calculate Ihe probable consequences ol

they know that they will be guilty ol 
t'eason, nnd incur (he penally inflicted 
upon traitors. 


I have llius, gentlemen, presenleJ nn 


imperfect sketch of some of the views 
which I have taken of the existing top- 
ics ol the day. 
It would admit of much 


enlargement and additional illustration, 
but i have already given to this paper 
an inordinate length. la contemplating 
thatEkelch, we behold much more, to 
animate Ihe hopes and to encourage the 
patriotism of the'country, than tn create 
regrel and apprehension. 
After such a 


political storm as that which violently 
raged during tli« last Congress, it was 
nol lo he expected Ihnt the nation woulJ 
instantly settle down in perlecl quiet 
und repose. 
Considering the vast ex- 


tent of our territory, our numerous pop- 
ulation, the heated conflicta of passion 
of opinion, ot'intereslB, and of sections 
pervading the entire Union, we have 
great reason to be thnnklul to Provi- 
dence for the degree of calmness, ol 
tranquility and 
ol satisfaction which 


prevails. 
II (here (ire local exceptions 


at the North and at the South, nuh nnd 
misguided men, who would madly re- 
sist the constitution and laws oi the Uni- 
ted Slates, let us not despair of their re- i 
turn, in seasonable time, to reason and 
lo duly. 


But suppose we should be disappoint- 


ed, and that the standard should be 
raised of open tcsislancD to the Union, 
the constitution and the laws, what is 
to be done 1 There cnn be but one pos- 
sible answer. The power, the authority 
and dignity ol Ihe government ought to 
be maintained, and resistance put down 
at every hazard. 
Government, in ihe 


fallen and depraved slaleol'man. would 
lose all respect, and full into disgrace 
and contempt, if it did nol possess po- 
tentially, and would not, in extreme ca- 
ses, practically exercise HIE riglitol em- 
ploying force. The theory oflhe con- 
5lilution of the United Stales assumes 
the necessity of the existence and the 
application offeree, both in our foreign 
nnd domestic relations. 
Congress is ex- 


pressly authorized 'Mo raise an'! sup- 
port armies," lo provide and imiinlainn 
navy," nnd "lo provide for calling forth 
Ihe militia, to execute Ihc laws of Ihe 
Union, supprea imurreclitms an.l repel 
invasions." 


The duty of executing the laws and 


suppressing 
insurrection?, is without 


limilalion or qualification; ili.-i io co-ex- 
lensive wilh Ihe jurisdiction of the Uiii- 
ir.il Stales and it comprehends every 
specie* oi resistance to llie execution of 
Ihe laws, and every form of insurrection 
no mailer under what anspicr^or sanc- 


ernment, for any thing which has passed 
would he so atrocious, and characterized 
ay such extreme folly mid mildness, thai 
we may search in vain for an example 
of it in human tinnajs. 
We can look lor 


its prololype only (if I may hi pardoned 
the allusion) lo that Jiiiliulical revolt 
which, recorded on the pages of Holy 
Writ, has been illustrated and commem- 
orated by'he sublime genius of the im- 
mortal Milton. 


In conclusion, gentlemen, lei us CM- 


|oy the proud consolation afforded 
by 


ihe conviction thai a vnsl majority of 
the people ol Ihe United States, true lo 
Ihcir forelatliers, true to themselves, und 
true to posterity, are firmly nnd immov- 
ably attached lo this Union ; that they 
see in it n safe und cure, it' nol the sole 
guaranly oflibeny, of internal pence, 
of prosperity, and of national happiness, 
progress and greatness; lhal its disso- 
lution would he followed 
by endless
